except  the  police.  It  is  people  of  this 
class.  Lord  Birkenhead  says,  who  are 
the  rhallenffers  of  thr  existing  system. 
Although  the  Communists  have  done 
nothing  in  a  conatmctfve  way  save 
rngaae  in  propaganda  tbey  claim  they 
arc  an  inspired  minority.

We  quote:  "That  Govern 
meiu,  weaken^  by  age  and  the  loss 
of  popular  respect,  turned  to  every 
expedient  known  to  discredited  poli- 
ticians to  keep  itself  in  power,  and 
the  longer  it  held  cm  the  worse  its 
case  became.  It  sank  and  sank,  and 
when,  in  1905,  the  paWic  appeociaud 
the  situation  of  the  Government  the 
Liberal  IV.rty  was  dealt  such  a  blow 
that  in  twenty  years  the  party  has 
not  recovered.  Something  of  the 
spirit  that  wrecked  the  Uberaf  Party 
i)f  Ontario  seems  to  be  moving  the 
Liberal  leaders  of  Canada  today.  The 
end  will  not  be  long  in  cominj;.  and 
when  it  comes  Mr.  Mackenzie  King 
will  diaappfar  aji  a  force  in  Canadian 
politics."  ' 

In  connection  with  the  display  of 
half-masted  flags  as  a  token  of 
fnourning  for  the  death  of  the  Oueen 
IflHher  we'aitr  reminded  by  a  cor- 
res^iondrnf  of  <he  mcthotl  that  should 
be  followed.  To  half  mast,  a  flag 
ihould  he  hoisted  to  the  top  or  trofk 
,ind  hauird  down  to  a  point  some 
distance,  not  necessarily  half  way 
from  the  top.  or  tmek,  of  the  flag- 
pole, to  a  position  that  permits  the 
flag  to  fly  clear.  A  general  rule  to 
follow  is  to  hoist  a  flag  to  the  top 
or  truck  and  then  haul  it  down  its 
own  length  To  half-mast  a  flag  or 
ensign  at  sea,  as  a  sign  of  distress, 
It  IS  hoisted  to  the  spanker  gaff  end 
then  hauled  down  approximately  half 
way  to  the  deck,  as  being  the  best 
position  to  attract  attention.  If  there 
IS  no  spanker  gaff  a  signal  of  distress 
should  be  shown  in  the  most  notable 
posi^ofl  obuingble. 

The  Grain  Growers'  Guide  expresses 
the  hope  that  in  return  for  the  votes 
of  the  Progressives  to  sustain  Ins 
Government  in  power  .Mr.  Mackenzie 
King  may  reasonably  be  expected  to 
iHiild  .It  least  a  few  miles  nf  the  Hud 
son  Bay  Railway.  To  bring  about 
this  ailn  of  tho  grata  growers  it  would 
be  necessary  for  the  Oviebec  Liberal 
members  to  vote  en  bloc  for  the  ex- 
penditvre  that  wovld  bo  taTohrad. 
The  Grain  GrowtnT  Gvide  does  aot 
anticipate  any  opposkkm  fo  the  pro- 
ject Uom  the  Quebec  Liberals. 
Neither,  apparently,  does  it  expect 
any  opposition  from  Quebec  in  its 
adyocacy  of  further  reductiona  in  the 
<MiiL  The  Guide  is  not  shrewd  in 
interpreting  Canada'a- verdict  in  the 
late  election. 


Le  NouTclUate,  of  Three  Rivers, 
believes  that  the  compulsory  vote 
would  be  of  advantage  in  Canada.  It 
says:  "A  law  making  voting  compul- 
sory may  have  its  inconveniences,  but 
we  believe  that  it  also  haa  ita  advan- 
tages, and  one  of  these  would  be  to 
reduce  the  number  of  members  of 
I'arltoiaent  who   actually  represent 

only  a  minority  of  their  community. 
In  Canada  such  a  law  would  probably 
work  to  the  diaadvanuge  of  the  Pro- 
gressive grcmp;  but  it  would  hardly 
bring  about  a  political  crisis  such  as 
the  country  is  passing  through  at  the 
preaaM  tlaia.  Kather  it  would  assure 
the  return  of  an  absolute  majority 
of  one  party  or  the  other." 

The  L*nited  States  has  just  put  an 
embargo  on  Canadian  Chrtotmaa  trees 
and  also  on  Canadian  potatoes.  Mr 
Mackcntie  King  wooM  never  dream 
of  putting  an  embargo  on  anything 
American,  nor  will  he  pat  aa  em- 
bargo on  the  export  of  the  raw  timber 
wealth  of  this  c«Mmtry  wMch  it  ia  so 
essential  ahoaiN  be  conseotd  for  tikc 
of  oor  owa  aaapia.

Hiahop  of  Uurhdin.  who  rrtuiioNi  it 
to  royalty  by  leuvlng  il  to  hJeanor, 
the  Queen  of  Kdward  I  It  w.im  often 
occupied  by  Kdward  11.  and  hia  aon, 
called  John  of  jgitbam.-.waa  bom 
here,  and  it  la  peaalbU  that  tlUa  clr- 
eumatanoe  led  to  He  tHla  of  "lUng 
John's  Palaee."  Aaothar  reaaon  for

Bdward  tbe  Black  PriAeo  biillt  the 
Palace  of  Kenalnffton  and  IClchard 
II  lived  here  before  he  beramf  Kln^. 
In  l.lae  MiM  \i.unK  (Jueen.  Isahol.  wiui 
taken  from  Kaaa^ngton  to  the  Tut|[er. 
It  waa  demaliahed..  hat  the  year  la 
uncertain. 

Richmond  Palace  haa  been  a  cele- 
brated plaoe.  Bdward  III  died  here, 
of  «rief  over  tha  loae  of  hia  eon.  Kd- 
ward, the  HIaek  Prince.  Anne  of 
Bohemia,  the  Qu«en  of  Ulchard  II, 
who  Ih  credited  with  the  Introduction 
of  the  «lile-«Hddle  Into  KnRland.  abto 
died  here  Uich.iril  deserted  ;ind  il>'- 
fiiced  the  palace  after  i^nne'a  death. 
Henry  v  repaired  and  l>«aatlflad  It. 
In  14»7  it  waa  deauoyed  by  fire,  bat 
Keary  VII  rebtttit  K  oa  a  magnificent 
•cale,  and  it  waa  he  that  gave  It  lu 
name,  from  having  iMrne  the  title  of 
Barl  of  Richmond  before  hin  eoron»- 
tlon.  It  waa  atwayn  a  favorite  retreat 
of  hU

Oreeawleh  Palaee  waa  the  favorite 
country  residence  of  Henrv  \"lli.  im 
well  aa  his  daughter  Queen  i:ilral..  |h 
The  latter  had  a  mimtxT  of  <nunlry 
neaAl,  and  among  thcHe  were  Hatflt  ld, 
Barn  Kima,  Hbddlnaton.  L.ouKhton 
Mary-la-benne.  etc.,  etc.  Tbe  latter, 
now  a  thiehly  ftepulated  part  of  Lon- 
don known  aa  lfarylel»ene,  waa,  in 
Uae,  a  park.  On  rebniary  I  of  that 
year  It  la  recorded  that  "the  Ambun 
nadom  from  the  Kmperor  of  Kii««la 
rod"  throuRh  (tie  iliv  nf  I>ondo7i  to 
.Mary-la-bonne  park,  and  there  hunted 
.It  their  pleaaure,  and  Sbortly  after 
returned  homeward." 

Hatfield,  mentioned  above.  waa  the 
residenee  of  Bllaabeth  before  ahe 
came  to  tha  throna.  It  wm  axehaaged 
by  her  auceeeaor,  Jamee  I.  for  lHao- 
balda.  In  Herts,  from  the  Rarl  of 
gallabury.  King  Jamea  died  at  Then 
balda  in  lS#t  and  the  room  In  which 
he  expired  wan  In  existence  until  1716. 
when  It,  and  the  other  remalna  of  the 
palace,  were  totally  iledtroyed.

In  fine  weather,  wken  the  roada 
are  dry,  the  trip  aaay  be  mkde  In 
foartaaa  koara.  But  whoa  the  raina 
have  made  tke  roada  muddy  and 
atlcky,  it  may  be  a  waak  »>efore  tbe 
menaenaera  return  with  aappttea. 

Pueblo  Bonito  has  tka  diatteeUaa 
of  helnir  the  site  of  the  fljat  lafga 
apartment  house  in  the  VdUrtlfT. 
Ix  true  that  the  building  was  of 
■tone  and  waa  not  e-iuipped  with 
many  of  those  convenlen.ex  that  we 
deem  ementlal  to  an  ap.ixtment 
honae.  But.  neverthei.>i.e.  it  housed 
some  twelve  hundred  people  at  one 
time. 

This    "apartment   kouae"    waa  a 

•structure  of  four  etorlea,  oavanot 

irrr.^  and  acres  of  land.  It  waa  »i 
sort  of  communal  bulldlns  and  com- 
lirlsed  the  whole  village  of  Pueblo 
Honlto.  Klve  hundred  yeara  before 
the  discovery  of  America  by  the 
white  men.  thla  community  extaled 
In  the  mldat  of  a  kigkly  organUed 
civlllaatlon. 

One  of  the  moat  atrlklnic  features 
.f  that  etvlllaatton.  to  na,  la  the  fact 
hat  the  wile  waa  the  head  of  the 
louaehold-  Womea  owned  ike  prop- 
rty  and  ruled  the  bomee.  The  men 
.Imply  provided  for  the  families. 
The  corn  In  the  fields  bolongad  to 
ihe  men,  but  nM  eoon  as  It  waa  dried 
and  brought  Indoors  to  l>«  atored.  It 
belonged  lo  the  women  and  they  had 
the  privilege  of  deciding  how  It 
waa  to  be  uaed  and  when. 

In  return  for  these  privileges, 
however,  the  women  worked  about 
every  hour  of  the  day.  Their  taaKs 
were  unending.  '  BUnkets  had  to  be 
woven,  skins  tanned:  thafe  waa_the 
pottery  to  be  done  and  the  earn  to 
be  ground.  All  these,  of  course,  were 
done  with  crude  Instruments  and  in- 
volved houTH  and  hour-"  of  most 
tedloun   and    minute  appli.ation 

Today  Puebllo  Honlto  Is  a  m;uie  of 
ruins,  long  deserted  and  occupied 
only  by  geologists  who  are  Intereat- 
ed  in  diacoverlng  the  aecreta  ot  thla 
civilisation.  And  aince  they  do  not 
raise  their  food  aa  tke  aaaleat  in- 
hahitanta  did.  they  maat  travel  a 

hundred  and  six  milea  to  tkO  gfloaory 

to  get  their  auppllea.

The  iinniiuncement  v,  an  made 
by  the  l  ornmittcf  of  selection  yester- 
day. This  la  the  rtrst  time  the  scholar- 
ship haa  come  to  Britlah  Columbia, 
It  is  tenabl*  for  on*  y*ar  at  uaivsralty 
In  OMat  Britain. 

Frederick  Brand,  who  was  a 
student  at  Victoria  Colleice  from  I»:'0 
to  192;.  first  and  .second  arts,  proved 
himself  one  of  the  most  brllllsnt 
studentH  who  ever  paaaed  throufrh  the 
institution,  and  throughly  fulftlla  all 
the  requlrementa.  He  is  an  orphan, 
hia  father  having  dl*d  here  In  Itll 
en  hie  raturn  from  oTersMs  aerrlee 
with  the  Caaadlan  Army  Medical 
Corpa. 

Hia  mother  pamed  away  two  years 
earlier.  In  lt20  he  waa  a  siKceKnfui 
applicant  for  thf  flrft  Hcholarshlp  to 
be  awarded  In  BrttlMh  Columbia  un- 
der the  I  (>  I)  i:  war  memorial 
scheme,  tenable  at  the  Unlveraity  "of 
BC  Hia  auhoequent  acholastie  rac* 
cesa  has  more  thaa  Juattfled  his 
choiee  by  tha  oommlttM  of  Mieetlon. 

The  last  two  years  of  his  scholar- 
ship he  passed  at  the  I'nlverslty  ot 
British  Columbia,  where  he  continued 
his  brilliant  career  as  a  student,  tak- 
ing the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
He  next  won  a  fellowahip  at  the  Uni* 
verslty  of  Washington,  where  he  is 
studying  for  hi*  Master  of  Science 
d*sree.  Dr.  11.  T.  Bell,  of  the  chair 
of  mathematic*  at  Waahlagtoa  Unl- 
veraity, ^writing  to  PrefasMr  Bu- 
chanan of  th*  University  of  British 
Columbia,  said:  "Tou  will  be  Inter- 
ested In  Brarid's  proKresn  He  Is  head 
and  shoulders  above  the  re.-^t  of  his 
class  H»>  is  very  clear  not  only  in  his 
thinkinic  but  In  his  manner  of  pres- 
entation."

hockey  all  claim  him  as  an  ardent 
devotee.  In  addition  he  found  time 
while  at  the  I'nlverslty  of  B<'  lo  art 
as  circulation  nianai;er  of  the  I'bys- 
sey  and  wrote  all  the  articles  fon- 
cernlnK  the  Hludent  Christian  move- 
ment for  that  organ.  He  was  also 
elected  preaident  of  the  Mathematics 
(^luba  for  students. 

Mr.  Braad  will  remain  at  the  Unl- 
veraity of  WMhington  unMl  next 
.June,  when  he  hopes  to  attain  his 
M.  Sc.,  and  will  proceed  to  Camhrldire 
I'nlverslty.
